DR. STARKLOFF’S REPORT TO THE 
SCHOOL BOARD. 


DIRECTORS CANNOT EVADE THIS 


Not Enough Breathing Space, Poor 
Ventilation and Unsanitary 
Plumbing in 75 Schools. 


Some time ago Health Commissioner 
Starkloff made a report to the Board of 
Health pointing out serious defects in the 
sanitary arrangements of the public schools 
of this city which he thought should be 
remedied immediately. 

This report came to the notice of the 
School Directors, who ridiculed it and said 
that Dr. Starkloff was seeking cheap noto- 


riety. 
As a result of the School Board taking 


this attitude the Health r —— 
examination 2 

had a thorough re sed 

Francis and his force of inspectors. 

The outcome of this examination he has 
embodied in a report which he has for- 
warded directly to the School Board with 
a communication to the effect that the 
Board of Health means business right from 
the start. 

The report of the Commissioners to the 
Board is as follows: 

In this age of advanced sanitary science 
it is not necessary to cite any arguments to 
prove the importance of the most hygienic 
conditions for our schools. The school 
room is the common center towards which 
many of the streams of the diseases of the 
community tend and from which they 
Spread. 

The proper supervis'on of the physical as 
well as the intellectual development of the 
young is a sacred trust that is enjoined upon 
you as School Directors. The charter and 
ordinances of the city vest in the Jiealth 
Commissioner the general supervision over 
the public health of the city, and, in the 
line of my duty as such, I have caused an 
examination to be made of the school houses, 

Without following the slow legal method 
laid down in the laws governing the pro- 
ceedings in health questions, I will call 

our attention in detail, to conditions which 

believe should be remedied. 


The first and most important consideration 
bearing on the sanitary condition of schools 
is the matter of ventilation and heating. 

Ventilation involves two ideas—one, the 
Supply of fresh air, and the other, the re- 
moval of vitiated air. Rooms must have 
provisions for the exit of used air, and this 
outlet for foul air should be at least the 
Same size as the inlet for pure air. If 
rooms are not so supplied, then the at- 
mosphere is being charged with carbonic 
acid gas and the oxygen is consumed. 

Such air will be found laden with a pecu- 
liar animal vapor readily recognized by its 
odor; both carbonic acid and this vapor are 
noisome and cannot be inhaled with im- 
punity for a great length of time. Such 
air in school reems is sickening in the 
extreme; the effect produced upon the pu- 
sense of dullness, drowsiness, 
eadache and general tiredness of the 
whole system. 

‘Where school-houses have been supplied 
with a ventilating system there should be 
m thorough examination of its workings; 
not only must openings be made for an 
inflow and outflow of air, but provisions 
must be made to have the air pass through 
these openings, and that in the right di- 
rection. 

Movements of the air of the school room 
generally depend on currents produced by 
the buoyancy of heated air in tall flues,

The examination of the public schools dis- 
closes that a very dangerous condition ex- 
ts in many school-houses in the important 
matter of ventilation, and steps should be 
at once taken to remedy the defects. Many 
matters of minor consideration have been 
found that should be remedied. All will be 
iven in detail in the review of the condi- 

n of each school-house. 

Taking the examination in detail, I sub- 
mit the names of school-houses where I be- 
lieve cenditions exist that are unsanitary, 
and to these places I recommend you direct 
your officers to examine, with a view to 
correcting the defects.

158 with 13 square feet of floor space for 
each pupil. The only ventilation is by the 
windows, and the rooms are heated by 
stoves, The closet facilities are very poor. 
awe * condition of this school-house 
s bad. : 

Blow Kindergarten—The cubic feet of 
air space to each pupil is only 171, with 
13 square feet of floor space. No means of 
ventilation except- by windows. There are 
ventilators between the foundation and 
floor and the rooms on the first floor are 
very cold The sanitary conditions in this 
school-house are not good. 

Delaney School—The cubic feet of air 
space is 199. The ventilation system should 
be examined, The bagement is very damp. 
Des Peres School—The cubic feet of air 
space is 210. Ventilating system should be 
examined. 

New Shepard School—Six rooms have a 
cubic feet of air space for each pupil of 
21. One room has an air space of only 
126 feet. One room with 46 pupils has only 
63 cubic feet of air space. One room in 
the Kindergarten has ample air space. Six 
rooms have ventilating shafts, but the 
other three rooms have no means of ven- 
tilation except by the windows. 

Meramec Kindergarten—The cubic feet 
of Ar space is 167. The ventilators in this 
school should be examined. 

Garfield School (Old building)—This 
building has twelve rooms. Ten rooms have 
an average of 198 cubic feet of air space 
to each pupil and two rooms have an aver- 
age of 175 cubic feet of air space. 

Branch Shepard—In this school there are 
eighty-six pupils. The school is in the first 
floor of a tenement house. The amount of 
Cubic feet of air space for each pupil is 
only 151. No means of ventilation except 
by the windows. In one room is a kitchen 
sink; the trap is leaking. The vaults are 
in a filthy condition and are used in com- 
mon by the tenants of the other part of 
the building. The conditions are bad, and 
it is an unfit place for a school. 

Meramec, School (Old  building)—There 
are 28 pupils in this school, The amount 
of cubic feet of air space for each pupil 
is much too low, being only 138 feet. The 
n system should be carefully ex- 
amined; it is questionable if it is good. 
With such a low amount of air space, there 
should be the most perfect system of bring- 
ing in fresh air and expelling the foul air. 
Compton School—There are 250 pupils in 
this school. The average cubic feet of air 
space to each pupil is 171. No means of 
ventilation except by the windows. The 
vaults are not in good order. The one 
used by the girls can only be flushed out 
when the hose is used. 

Near this school there are five sewer in- 
lets which are above the grade of the street 
and therefore receive no water. The smell 
from these inlets is very bad and is easily 
perceptible in the school house, and until 
the street is graded these inlets should be 
closed. 

Numbers of cases of diphtheria were 
among these pupils last year. The sanitary 
conditions of this school are very bad and 
should be at once corrected. If diphtheria 
again appears this winter in this school I 
will order it closed. 


Chouteau School—Theré are 870 pupils in 
this school. Eleven rooms with 806 pupils 
have an average of 155 cubic feet of air 
space, and the Kindergarden has 214 cubic 
feet of air space for each pupil. The air 
space in this school is very low. The closet 
facilities are insufficient. The ventilation 
system should be carefully examined. 

Clinton Branch—Number of pupils 450. 
The amount of cubic feet of air space is 210 
for each pupil. 

Clinton School—Number of pupils 0. 
The average cubic feet of air space is 249. 
In both of these schools the cubic feet of 
air space is not up to the standard, and the 
ee should be in perfect working 
order. 

Old Madison.—The number of pupils is 676. 
The amount of cubic air space is 269 feet. 
There are not any ventilators, the only 
means of ventilation is by windows. The 
Sanitary conditions here are bad and should 
be changed. 

Blow School, main building—There are 502 
pupils. The amount of cubic feet of air 
space is only 193 to each pupil and fourteen 
square feet of floor space. | 

The only means of ventilation is by win- 
dows. The vaults are not in good condition. 
The sanitary conditions are bad and proper 
ventilation for this school should be pro- 
vided at once. 

Lyon School—There are five distinct bulld- 
ings in this school. The ventilation of the 
ma.n building is not good. The amount of 
cubic feet of air space is 213 to each pupil, 
but the ventilators 1 to be very poor 
and out of order, and the atmosphere of the 
room is bad. 

In the west branch the amount of cubic 
feet of air space is only 156, and the ven- 
tilators are reported as being only in passa- 
ble condition. 

In the east branch the amount of cubic 
feet of air space to each pupil is 128; here, 
also, the ventilators need to be overhawed. 
The branch at-No. 3029 South Seventh 
street is a building which was formerly a 
saloon. The rooms are dark and have no 
ventilation. A very bad or is percepti- 
ble; this odor comes from the cellar. The 
closet facil ties are very poor. The yard is 
filthy, and there is a stable in the yard 
about twenty-five feet from the windows of 
this school.

The main build- 
ing had foul air shafts, but no means ex- 
cept by windows for the admission of 
fresh air. In the small building the rooms 
are heated by stoves and no means of 
ventilation except by the windows. Insuf- 
ficient vault accommodations. Sanitary 
conditions not good. 

Franklin School—Air space and floor 
space sufficient. Building is heated by fur- 
naces. The furnace used for heating the 
halls has not any fresh air duct. Rooms 
on the first floor have no means of ven- 
tilation except by the windows, and the at- 
mosphere in these rooms is bad. The rooms 
on the second and third floors have shafts 
for the exit of foul air, but they do not 
appear to be in good working order, and 
there are no means of obtaining fresh air 
except by the windows. The closet accom- 
modations are of the Latrine system and 
inadequate. There is no ventilation and 
the air is bad. The sanitary conditions 


of this school are not good. 

Dumas School—The amount of cubic feet 
of air space to each pupil is only 144, and 
11 square feet of floor space. The rooms 
have foul air registers. The fresh air 
comes through the furnace registers. The 
closet accommodations are inadequate. 

Attucks School—The number of pupils 1s 
236. The average cubic feet of air space 
for each pupil is only 48, with 4 square feet 
of fioor space. There is no ventilation, very 
bad light, in fact one room has not any 
windows; the vaults are filthy, cellar damp 
and in bad condition. This place is totally 
unfit for school purposes. 

Peabody School—There are 1,060 pupils in 
this school. The average amount of cubic 
feet of air space is 236, with 13 square 
feet of floor space. The rooms are crowded. 
The ventilation system here should be 
watched. 

Carroll School—Number of pupils 1,100. 
The average cubic feet of air space to each 
pupil is 257. The only means of ventila- 
tion is by windows. 

Under these conditions the sanitary con- 
dition is not good, and steps should be 
taken to provide proper ventilation. 

The following schools have apparently 
good methods for ventilation and heating, 
but as the amount ef cubic feet of air space 
is low I would recommend a careful exam- 
ination of the systems in each schoo] house: 
Arlington, Bates, Cote Brilliante, Divoll, 
Dodier, Elleardsville, Harrison, Irving, 
Lovell, Riddick and Webster (new). 

In the following school-houses the amount 
of cubic feet of air space is fair, but much 
depends on the condition and workings 
of the ventilators: Carondelet School, Gar- 
fleld School (new building), Grant School, 
Garfield Kindergarten, Froebel School. 

In this report I have endeavored to point 
out where defects exist in the different 
school-houses in relation to their sani- 
tary condition, and I request that a careful 
examination be made of all these schools 
and that steps be taken at once to place 
1 in the best possible hygienic condi- 
tion.

“If any Grand Juror or any officer of the 
court hat been guilty of giving out this 
information he should be severely punished. 
True discharge of duty requires that every- 
thing done i: the jury room must be kept 
secret. If I could get information in a legal 
way I would certainly have the offenders 
punished as they deserve.“ 

Here Attorney Clopton interposed, saying: 
“Your Honor, I assure you I will exhaust 
the possibilities of the law in bringing the 
matter before the court.“ 

“It vas an extremely presumptuous pro- 
ceeding, both on the part of the reporter, 
and on the part of the newspaper,” said the 
Judge. 

People with sense enough to run a news- 
paper ought to understand their duty bet- 
ter than to do anything of this kind. In- 
form me, Mr. Clopton, as to the name of 
the paper, the name of the reporter and the 
name of the person who gave out the in- 
formati..n.”’ 

Turning to the jury, Judge Adams said: 

“Gentlemen, I cannot believe that one of 
you had any part in this disgraceful pro- 
ceeding.

TURNED DOWN BY HANNA. 


One Fatal Error Dashed Him From the 
Height of Political Success 
to Absolute Ruin. 


This is the story of the passing of à politi- 
cal boss. 

It is a story of the end of 25 years of 
constant wire pulling, political manipulat- 
ing in the endeavor to establish undisputed 
right to the title of “‘boss’’ in Missouri. 

It is in rough outline, the story of the 

sensation of the Republican campaign in 
Missouri—the downfall of Chauncey I, Fil- 
ley. : 
For the “Sage of Beaumont Street,” the 
“Man With the Iron Mountain Hat’’—the 
grizzled gray wolf of the Mosque—is no 
longer the Republican boss of the State, 

Tossing restlessly on a sick bed in his 
home on Beaumont street is the once un- 
disputed leader. He is nursing a dislocated 
knee cap—the result of an accident while 
driving—and contemplating in the glowing 
red coals of his grate the rack and ruin of 


his political air castle. 

Just as he had finished its building—after 
20 years of toiling and scheming—and was 
resting firm in the conviction that tts foun- 
dation ¢timbers would neither bend nor 
break, the storm came, and the house fell 
about his ears. 

The agent of destruction was Mark Hanna 
—the man with the greasy palm and the 
fron heel—and he blotted Mr. Filley off the 
political map. 

Politically, from this time henceforth, the 
old-time boss“ of Missouri is a reminis- 
cence. 

His ringing war cry of other campaigns, 
We've got em!“ will no longer rally sup- 
porters around his standard. Mark Hanna, 
the “new boss,” with the dollar mark of 
boodle branded on his fat, red face, decreed 
his downfall and the shadow of the ob- 
livion to come is already athwart his vision. 

— — 


The storm clouds have been gathering 
over Mr. Filley’s head for some time. At 
first they were not larger than the brim of 
one of his famous hats. But, like the little 
— they grew and grew—and when, they 
roke last Thursday, they shattered the 
dreams and ambitions of a lifetime. 

When Mark Hanna peremptorily took the 
direction of the campaign in Missouri out of 
Chairman Filley’s control and named the 
five millionatres—Charles Parsons. William 
Nichols, C. Mansur, Edwards Whitaker and 
William H. Thompson—as directors-general 
and fund distributors, he signed the polit- 
ical death warrant of the man who for 
twenty years has been proudly called by 
his followers ‘‘de boss.“ 

Marcus Aurelius Hanna knew that was 
what it meant; so did Col. R. C. Kerens; 
and so did Maj. Wm. Warner; likewise 
Chauncey I. Filley. 

But the rank and file which for so lon 
have followed Mr. Filley’s call and obey 
his nod and beck implicitly remain still in 
ignorance of the ‘extent of the disaster 
which has overtaken him. 

They pretend to believe that he will yet 
get the better of his party enemies and that 
his former prestige will be regained. 

The cards are not stacked to run that 
way. 

Mark Hanna, the relentless, is the dealer. 
And he has resolved that no card higher 
than the two-spot shall ever fall in Mr. 
Filley’s hand. 

The story of the downfall of the former 
boss, just at the time when he thought he 
saw victory ahead and could see in pleas-

ing prospect realization of his dreams of 
political power, can be briefly told. 

He pitted his strength and talents against 

the unlimited resources of this fat-faced 
boss from Cleveland—and Mark Hanna, 
with one hand behind his back, threw him

The beginning of the end was four years 
1 in the Republican National Convention 
at Minneapolis. 
There Maj. Warner, Wells Blodgett and 
John L. Bittinger—three sturdy silk stock- 
SR ge ae lley napping and they put 
Richard C. Kerens in his place as Na- 
tional Committeeman for Missouri. 

In that convention F.lley espoused the 

cause of James G. Blaine. And when the 
white plume of the man from Maine was 
trailed in the dust by the victorious Har- 
risonites, Filley was caught in the lurch. 
For sixteen years he has been Republican 
National Committeeman for Missouri. His 
reign hod been turbulent and noisy, but 
ad held complete sway. 
The patronage of the State had been 
dispersed by ‘him; he had voted the Re- 
publican delegates from Missouri in Na- 
tional Conventions as he saw fit. When- 
ever the strong minority which always 
opposed him became too turbulent, he took 
a meat ax or any old political weapon that 
was hgndy and hammered them into sub- 
misston: the State machine was in his 
hands—he was boss of Missouri. 


After Warner, Blodgett “and Bittinger 
succeeded in ousting him, he came back 
to’ Missouri and began planni for 96. 
With tireless energy he worked, laying 
wires, waiting for the four years to 
around so that he could down Kerens 
regain his old place on the Republican 
Nationa] Committee, 

Keep.ng always in view the chief aim of 
his life—to roll Kerens and revenge him- 
self on his ancient enemies—so that he 
could once more pose as a national leader 
with the backing of his party in the State, 
Mr. Tu about getting control of the 
State machinery.

He is a “dead duck” politically on the 
national stage and in State politics the 
triumphant silks are even now exulting over 
his downfall. | 

Some of them have waited twenty years 
to hear the news. It’s been a long time in 
coming. Now that Hanna has turned the 
trick which they were unable to accom- 
plish, they are lauding his oleaginous per- 
sonality to the skies. 


The fall was hard and the distance great. 
Twenty years ago Chaunvey I. Filley re- 
tired from business. He had tasted the 
sweets of political prestige and determined 
to- make a life work of his ambition to be- 
come a shining light in the political firma- 
ment; a Big Injun’’ around the camp- 
fires of his party and in the councils of its 
sachems. 

For quite that many years politics has 
been his business, his bread winner, his di- 
version. 

Year in, year out, he has fed upon the hope 
that the goal would be reached; that from 
the proud position of a seat in the Senate of 
the United States of America, he could 
shake his girdle of scalp-locks before his 
proud followers in the galleries and say: 

“Mr. President, We've got em!“ 

That will never come to pass. The fruit 
was Dead Sea fruit. Mark Hanna has him 
on his black list.“ He can never again get 
employment as a political prophet, 

After nearly a quarter of a century's 
work for position, for prestige, for recogni- 
tion as a political leader, Mr. Filley makes 
one fatal mistake and slips back at once 
lower than he was when he began climbing 
up the ladder. 

He is as gray as a Norway rat and as 
cunning. But he made the mistake of op- 
posing the impertous Mark Hanna. 

It won't be long now before the worship- 
pers at the mosque will pick up their prayer 
mats and move on. 

There is no sycophant so quick to change 
as the pol tical time server. Mr. Filley’s 
goose is cooked and he stands now without 
power or influence in the State.

SOME REVELATIONS. 

HE DIVIDED HIS SALARY. 


The Deeper the School Board Investi- 
gation Goes the Blacker Grows 
the Output. 


The use of money in the appointment of a 
public school janitor, an alleged attempt at 
subornation of perjury, and several other 
matters. equally interesting, were testified 
to by John McNeil, colored, at the resump- 
tion of the School Board investigation yes- 
terday. 

The depositions in the litigation over the 
Peck-Williamson heating contract were 
temporarily discontinued by Lawyers Alder- 
son and McEntire several weeks ago. The 
impression prevailed that the lawyers Were 
at their rope’s end in their efforts as repre- 
sentatives of the Civic Federation, to se- 
cure a reformation of the Board, The testi- 
mony of McNeil was therefore totally un- 
expected, 

His testimony involved Robert J. Car- 
roll, the Nineteenth Ward politician who 
recently made the boast on the stand in 
these same proceedings that he had se- 
cured three men jobs as janitors and nu- 
merous other jobs at r@air work in 
schools, put insisted that he had never re- 
ceived ahy pecuniary reward. 

McNeil testified that he paid $4 to Car- 
roll for securing him the position of jan- 
itor at the L’Ouverture (colored) School 
from which he was subsequently dis- 
charged. He also swore that ai a meeting 
between himself and Carroll, arranged by 
School Director Charles G. Penny, Car- 
roll tried to instruct him as to the testi- 
mony he should give m the event he was 


+ 


summoned as a witness in the pending 
proceedings. 

Mr. Penny could not be found at his 
drug store, enty-first and Market streets, 


to reply to Mr. cNeil’s deposition. His 
clerks stated that he was ont of the city. 

Carroll made reply at length to McNeil’s 
charges when seen at the office of the Board 
of Election Commissioners, where he is em- 
ployed. 


McNeil stated at the outset that he was 
appointed janitor at L’Ouverture School 
June 15 and was discharged Oct. 15. 

Asked by Lawyer McEntire how he se- 
cured the appointment, he replied: 

“I was working for Col. Ed Butler's 
coachman, Ben Harrison, a colored man,” 
replied McNeil, and he said he thought he 
could get a job for me before long. About 
three weeks afterward, Mr. Bob Carroll 
asked me one Sunday how I’d like to be 
janitor of a school. After that Harrison 
got my application signed, and a while later 
I got notice that I was appointed. Philip 
Turner was there before me.“ 

* Carroll said anything to you about 

He never said much until after I was 
appointed. The first money I drew was 
$48.50. My regular salary was $97 a month, 
That was my summer salary. Carroll met 
me on Jefferson avenue and demanded 325. 
I refused to give it to him, but he was con- 
tinually after me until September. Before 
August he got awful sore and asked me if 
I was trying to make a monkey out of him. 
I said no and he made me sign a paper. He 
tore it up after he got the money. It was 
a promise to pay $0 a month as assistant 
janitor, I had no assistant then. That was 
out of my August salary. I owed John P. 
Collins $18 and when I went for my money 
Mr. Otto Zelle told me he had orders not to 
pay me. Mr. Carroll came with me and 
was down stairs. He went up by himself 
and then came after me. He had a bill 
against me to collect for Mr. Penny, too. 
He told me to indorse the check and he 
would meet me at Mr. Penny’s and give 
me the money. At 5:30 I met him at Mr. 
Penny’s drug store. Carroll had a re- 
ceipted bill from Collins. So Carroll kept 
$40 for himself, pad $10 on Mr. Penny's 
bill and gave me $29. He said I owed him 
the money because he got-me the job.“ 

„Was that all?“ 

“After Carroll got the $40, there was a man 
working for me I couldn’t pay, and I sent 
him down to Mr. Carroll to give him a talk. 
I also owed Mr. Cook of Ohio and Chouteau 
avenues $10, and I sent to Mr. Carroll about 
that. He stood good for it. Afterward he 
told me that the next man who came to him 
with a bill, down the slide I’d go, and if I 
hired any more buggies from Mr. Collins I’d 
get fired.” 

“How was it you were discharged?” 

„He told me not to hire anybody, to let 
Mr. Penny do the hiring. I paid no atten- 
tion, because the head janitor always has a 
right to hire his assistant. A day or two 
before September 15, Mr. Penny sent for me 
and said he was going to send a man over 
for me to put to work and for me to give 
him $40. I told him I couldn't, but he said it 
was fixed and I'd have to. William Digg 
told me it would be best for me to put this 
man to work, so I did it. Then Mr. Penny 
told me that complaints were coming in 
about my visiting a certain house and I'd 
better resign and become assistant under the 
other man, at $40 a month. I wrote a letter 
next day refusing. After that he was gore 
at me and I was fired.” 


“Did you have any conversation with Bob 
Carroll after he had testified in th® office?“ 

„es, I forgot that. I was over at the 
building. They sent for me on Saturday 
morning. Mr. Penny sent his brother after 
me, and he informed me that Mr. Penny 
desired to see me at once. I went to see Mr. 
Penny and he sent me down to Mr. Carroll.” 

“Where was Carroll?“ 

“At the Recorder’s office on Chestnut 
street, between Tenth and Eleventh.”’

HENRY GEORGE FINDS IT IN 
WESTERN NEW YORK. 


CONDITIONS LIKE THE WEST. 


The Same Bitter Feeling Among the 
4 @ilers and the Same Revolt 
Against Coercion. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 2#.—Henry George 
writes to the Journal this morning an en- 
couraging view of the political situation in 
this State, as seen in the western part. Mr. 
George, says, writing from Buffalo: 

Here, where the most western of the 


great New York cities rests on Lake Erie, 
what seems most difficult to understand, is 
how it is 80 8 assumed on both 
sides that Me Kinley will carry the Empire 
State. Certainly the great wave of politi- 
cal revolutlon that is rolling in from the 
West has not stopped with the boundary 
Une of New York. It may be that it loses 
force as it continues east, but continue it 
certainly does, and from all I am_able to 
learn there is, in Western New York, at 
least, no perceptible lessening of force. 

If I had stepped across from Ohio into 
New York, in ignorance of the boundary 
Une, I would not have known of its ex- 
istence from anything I hear when I ask 
for facts as to political feeling. I hear of 
the same bitter feeling among the wealth- 
producing class, of the same attempts 
among the large employers to affect the

Wednesday the new port terminals of the 
Illinois Central Railroad will be formally 
opened and dedicated.

Great crowds attended the big show from 
early morning until the big whistle sounded

were crowded all day there was a marked 
increase in the attendance during the clos- 
ing hours. 

There were no set closing exercises. The 
season was practically over when the last 
notes of “Auld Lang Syne” died away in 
Music Hall. The management gave the big 
crowd. an extra half hour to promenade 
through the aisles. After the concert a 
supper was tendered Bandmaster F. H. 
Innes by President Boyd and a number of 
the directors. ; 

e season of 1896 compares favorably 
with any of those preceding it. The at- 
tendance was uniformly good throughout. 
Manager Gaiennie said last night: 

'We are all congratulating ourselves on 
our success in spite of hard times. I think 
it will be found that a handsome sum 
has been netted for the tornado sufferers.

When all is wee 
turn it into a covered mold, wrép round the 
int a strip of muslin dipped in melted fat. 
ack in cracked ice for three hours. To 
turn out dip the mold in cold water. 
Stuffed Jelly—Soak a half box of gelatine 
in a half cup of cold water, add the juice 
of two lemons, one cup of sugar and a pint 
of boiling water, stir until the sugar is 
dissolved and strain through a cheese cloth, 
pour a little in a mold and stand where 
it will barden. Put over the fire one pint 
of milk, when scalding add a half cup of 
sugar, two ounces of chocolate and a half 
box of gelatine that has soaked in a half 
cup of cold water. Stir till dissolved and 
take from the fire, add a teaspoonful of 
vanilla and a pint of cream whipped when 
cooled. ° . 
When this is firm and the layer of jelly 
in the mold is hardened heap the cream in 
the center in a sort of ball. Pour in enough 
of the jelly, which must be cold, but not 
hard, to cover the cream, and stand away 
till perfectly solid. When ready to serve 
dip the mold quickly in hot water and turn 
into a dish.

Dickey. Gohrum was without extra funds, 
but he introduced Loomis to Dickey and 
vouched for him verbally, and when Loomis 
made out a check for $35 on the Hennepin 
County Savings Bank of Minneapolis, Mr. 
Dickey cashed it. 

Mr. Dickey charges that the check was 
returned with the indorsement, No funds.“ 
He informed Mr. Loomis of this fact, and 
the latter promised to pay. When Dickey 
was in Minneapolis in August he called on 
Loomis and he again promised to liqui- 
date, but no money was forthcoming. Af- 
ter repeated failures to collect, Mr. Dickey 
says, he became exasperated and deter- 
mined to prosecute his debtor.

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 24.—The purchase 
of street railway systems in Europe by an 
international syndicate of capitalists, the 
scope of which was partly outlined in @ 
recent Associated Press dispatch, is the 
greatest business enterprise now on foot in 
the entire world. Additional information on 
the subject was obtained to-day from a gen- 


tleman who is financially interested in the 
success of the syndicate’s operations. The 
Americans at the head of the enterprise are 
James Ross and a Mr. MacKenzie of Mon- 
treal. Mr. Ross is immensely wealthy, jis a 
director in the Bank of Montreal and is 
heavily interested in the Northern Pacific | 
Railroad and Canadian street railways. He 
can command capital to an almost unlimited | 
extent. 

It is stated that with him are a number 
of Americans on this side of the Canadian 
line who have become wealthy as street 
railroad operators; also a number of En- 
glish, German and Dutch bankers, as well 
as the great house of Rothschild. These 
gentiemen find the street railways of Europe 
where those in America were ten years ago. 
They see abundant opportunity to make a 
great deal of money by bringing them up to 
the present American standard. They not 
only have the underground railways of Lon- 
don in view, but are prepared to operate in 
Berlin, Paris and other large European cit- 
les. The syndicate, in fact, has already 
gained possession of the street railway sys- 
—— of Birmingham, England, and is oper- 

ng it. 

The roy ang electric system will not be 
tolerated in Europe and compressed air will | 
be used. Compressed air has been the mo- 
tive power on a Paris railroad for the last 
fifteen years, but its complete success was 
prevented py inability to obtain reservoirs 
which would sustain for any length of time 
the great air pressure needed.

THE SUBJECT ANALYZED BY AN 
ABLE ENGLISHMAN. 


FAVORS BRYAN’S ELECTION. 


Shows How It Would Hasten an Inter- 


national Agreement, While Mc- 
Kinley Would Retard It. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, England, Oct. 3—Mr. E. V. A. 
Maitland, one of the ablest of the English 
bimetallists, has given me permission to 
quote him to the following effect: 

I am an international bimetallist. 

I look to the United States of America 
as the nation whose lead is most likely to 
bring about international agreement. 

Mr. Bryan’s election would most assur- 
edly be incalculably more useful to inter- 
national bimetallism than the election of 
Maj. McKinley. : 

Every day of delay of this reform makes 
the application of the reform more difficult. 


In Britain in 18% there was a 10 cent 
fall in prices.

sooner the reform is passed the better, 
caus there will be less opposition on the 
score of recent readjustments.

RULES FOR COASTING CONTESTS. 


Rule 1. No Sheer competing shall be 
geared higher than 89 

Rule 2. .No. wheel competing shall weigh 
over 30 peun equipped as it is to start, 
nor shall its wheels be over 30 inches in 
diameter, 

Rule 3. Patent and changeable 
of all kinds shall be debarred, and all 
wheels shall make the course with chains 
and pedals in ac ual operation. 

Rule 4. No rider competing shall weigh 
when mounted, more than pounds, an 
any attempt to increase this weight after 
starting will result in disqualification. 

Rule 5. Riders upon taking position for 
the start shall be privileged to choose rests 
for their feet, off the pedals, but the rests 
once chosen the feet must not be removed 
therefrom under any pretext or for any 
cause, 

Rule 6. Riders will be pushed off by their 
starters, who must not in performing this 
duty step beyond the mark. 

Rule 7. No unnatural means shall be 
employed to give the riders impetus at 
the start, nor will they be permitted dur- 
ing the coast to muscularly exert them- 
selves for the same purpose, hunching and 
wiggling toward the end of the coast be- 
ing strictly prohibited. 

Rule 8 Riders shall be started accord- 
ing to their entry numbers, and printed 
forms of these numbers designating their 
places, to be worn on their arms, s 
be procured from the clerk of the course. 
No rider without a number shall be per- 
mitted to start. 

Rule 9. Riders shall be started at suf- 
ficient intervals to afford a free coast and 
to prevent pacemaking, the advantage of 
pacemaking being prohibited, 

Rule 10. Once started on the coast riders 
are expected to choose their own course, 
passing all vehicles, whether going or com- 
ing, to the right. 

Rule ll. A wheel sheering or falling into 
another shall result in the rider’s disquali- 
fication, but the rider of the wheel Seter- 
fered with by the offender shall be priv- 
fleged to start again. 

Rule 12. If it be agreed by the judges 
witnessing the accident that interference 
from the crowd, by vehicle or other obstacle 
has impeded the progress of a rider, and in 
their judgment the rider is not responsible 
therefor, a new start shall be allowed. 

Rule 13. Judges will be stationed at al! 
intersecting streets along the course, and 


riders disqualified by them for violation of 


— rules shall leave the course immedi- 
ately. / 

Rule 14. Three heats shall be run, and 
upon their results the prizes will be awarded 
as follows: 

(a) Each Wheel shall have one trial over 
the course. 

(b) The 12 wheels covering the greatest 
distance, without reference to speed, shall 
qualify for the semi-final heat, and to each 
of these shall a prize be awarded. 

(c) The three wheels of the 12 covering 
the greatest distance in the semi-final heat, 
and upon the result of this trial the first, 
second and third places shall be awarded.

Besides, when the truth is 
told of how the great railroad corporations 
of M'ssouri have kept faith with the State, 
it will be impossible for the attorney 
of any one of these corporations to stand 
before a Missouri audience thereafter and 
talk about the “public credit.“ 

Furthermore, when this story is — 
it casts a serious reflection upon that part 
Which all the corporation lawyers of Mis- 
souri are attempting to restore to power 
at Jefferson City. Mr. Lewis, the Republi- 


canecandidate for Governor, has publicly |

mind. This is not Republican doctrine, but we 
must assume it to be the view of Republicans 
who have held office in Missouri if they are 
to be judged by their record. For certainly 
that record cannot have been the answer 
to prayer of men seeking the stra'ght and 
narrow way and asking for a light unto 
their feet. Mr. Lewis’ Republicanism is 
evidently a revival of that form of Re- 
publicanism which reigned at the Missouri 
State Capitol a few years after the close 
of the war. 

This story of plunder, of broken faith, of 
public robbery, of violation of con- 
tract and ecurrupt disregard of Sa- 
cred obligations, grew out of efforts at in- 
ternal improvements before the war com- 
menced. 

Nearly forty years ago the State of Mis- 
souri had not a mile of railway within all 
her vast territory. The Democratic party 
then in power, in order to encourage and 
foster the development of a system of rail- 
way improvements, provided for the pro- 
jection of five grand trunk railroads by 
loaning to them the credit of the State to 
the amount of $23,000,000. That is to say, the 
State issued and delivered to these several 
roads her bonds amounting to $23,000,000, the 
State promising and guaranteeing to pay 
these bonds, with interest, if these several 
railroads failed to do so. The State took a 
first mortgage on these roads to secure it. 

Four of these railroads, the Pacific, the 
Southwest branch thereof, Iron Mountain 
and the North Missouri railroads, made de- 
fault in payment of the principal and in- 
terest on the bonds issued by the State to 
them, whereby the conditions of the mort- 
gages given by them were broken. They 
were of value of not less than $30,000,000. 

This valuable indemnity and security of 
the people, while the Government of the 
State was in the hands of the Republican 
party, was fraudulently disposed of to 
rings and favorites of the administration 
for less than a fourth of their value. 


J. L. Lamb testified in the case of Vogel, 
McKay, Reed & Co, as set out in Missouri 
Reports: 

“Our next move was to engage or em- 
ploy in our interests persons of such 
political affinities, standing and power with 
the dominant power in the Legislature as 
would soften down or remove the ‘copper- 
head’ character of our board and enable us 
to go before the party indorsed by seme 
high in the faith. Through them we were let 
into the secret of how things are sometimes 
done, when all other methods are ineffect- 
ual. It was terribly costly for an ordinary 
job, but we were going for millions. The 
sum of five millions is the price, the State 
abating six millions of the claims. It was 
obtained through our exertions and ap- 
pliances at a cost to the company or stock- 
holders of $57,313.60 already paid, and 
$134,868 to be paid, the whole aggregating 
$192, 176.60."" 

On Jan. 13, 1868, G. A. Finkelnburg, Theo- 
dore Bruere and other members of the 
General Assembly were empo

The sale of the road was made accordingly 
to Vogel, McKay, Reed & Co., not because 
they were the highest bidders, but because 
they belonged to the “progressive party“ 
Republican party. 

But these progressive party purchasers, 
Vogel, McKay, Reed & Cq., shortly after 
their said purchase of this“ road, sold it to 
Thomas Allen, the most venemous of Cop- 
perheads, for $1,000,000 and thus pocketed 
the snug little profit of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 

As further evidence of what Gov. Fletcher 
means by maintenance of the publie 
faith’’ the case of the Southwest branch of 
the Pacific railroad is strongly in point. 

The Southwest Branch of the Pacific Rail- 
road was indebted to the State in the sum of 
$3,956,000. In 1867, under an act of the Legis- 
lature to foreclose the mortgage lien of the 
State on this road for the said 
amount of its indebtedness, it was sold 
to the South Pacific Railroad\ upon the 
condition that it should complete the road 
and pay the State $300,000 in three equal an- 
‘nual payments, the said Southern Pacific 
Railroad executing to the State its bond for 
| said sums, with security thereon to be ap- 

proved by the Governor. Under this act and 

sale, the South Pacific Railroad took pos- 
session of the old Southwest Branch and 
gave its bond to the State for $300,000, with 

William B. McKean and S. N. Jouett as se- 

curities thereon. 

Upon this bond for said sum, the approval 
of the Governor was indorsed as follows: 
| “TI Thomas C. Fletcher, Governor of the 

State of Missourl, hereby approve the fore- 

going bond with the above-named sureties 

as security, and in behalf of the State of 

Missouri, I hereby accept the same, 
“THOMAS C. FLETCHER, 

“Governor of the State of Missouri. 

June 11, 1868.“ 

Neither of said annual payments of $100,000 
have ever been made. The bond remains on 
file in the office of the Secretary of State, as 
the unpleasant reminder of this fact. 

During the administration of Gov. Hardin 
an effort was made by both the legislative 
and executive branches of the State Gov- 
ernment to collect, if possible, the defaulted 
$300,000 bond, but it was unavailing. In- 
vestigation. developed the amazing fact that 
the lien of the State on the Southwest 
Branch for its $300,000 purchase money had 
been released by taking said bond, and that 
the sureties, McKean and Jouett, were 
es and that the money was a total 
oss. 8 

During the month of July, 1876, Gov. Har- 
din wrote to Donnell, Lawson & Co., bank- 
ers of New York, inquiring as to the sol- 
vency of Jouett and McKean, the two se- 
curities on the bond. They replied under 
date July 26, 1876, as follows: William B. 
McKean is a resident of this city and has 
desk room in the law office of S. Bar- 
low. He is known to be a public accountant 
and without means. e are advised that 
S. M. Jouett is a bookkeeper at the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange National Bank, 257 Broad- 
way, and was formerly in the employ of 
William B. MeKean, and has no property.“ 


Thus it will be seen that, to put it mildly, 
the State was by either the ignorance or neg- 
ligence of its Republican administration, un- 
justly deprived of $300,000 more of the tax- 
payers’ money. These blunders and frauds 
of the Republican party by which the people 
of this State have been robbed of over $15,- 
000,000 are part of the history of our State 
and are not to be controverted. 

The consequence of all this was that the 
great railroad debt, which the sale of the 
railroads themselves under the State 
mortgages would have satisfied and paid off, 
had it not been for gross fraud and mis- 
conduct,gravitated upon the people, and this 
$17,000,000 is a part of the splendid legacy 
bequeathed to the people of Missouri by a 
Republican administration. 

One half of the yearly taxes the people pay 
to the State goes into the “State interest 
fund,“ which is exclusively devoted to the 
payment of the interest on these railrgad 
bonds and to the payment of the bonds 
themselves. 

The Republican party in its administra- 
tion of the State Government has released 
the railroads from their obligations to pay 
this colossal debt, the principal and interest 
of which when paid will amount to $50,000,000, 
and saddled it on the people. 

In other words, the amount of taxes col- 
lected annually of the people to pay interest 
on this railroad dept for forty years from 
Jan. 1, 1868, will exceed the average sum of 
$1,000,000 per year. 
| There is hardly a State where conditions 
Similar to those in Missouri do not exist; 
| hardly one where the people are not pay- 
ing in annual taxes for railroad properties 
(which they do not own, and which have 

become a political force to be used against 

them by interests seeking further self- 
| aggrandizement at public expense. So flag- 
rant has this attempted usurpation of cor- 
porate power become, especially in the ef- 
fort made by foreign owners of such cor- 
porations, to oppress or intimidate the citi- 
zens of Missouri in their employ, that it is 
time to consider reform measures along the 
line of restricting such power and its exer- 
cise, The State has not exhausted its pow- 
ers in the passage of a corrupt practices act.

cially is this true of corporations. The 
| Legislature may provide that the directors 
shall be few or many, that a part of them 
shall be taken.from the employes of the 
company and a part from the ‘stockholders 
and that they shall all be citizens of the 
State under which the corporation exists. 
| The first duty of the State is to protect 
its sovereignty. The means here proposed

when franked by a Congressman or Senator. 
These packages bore the frank of J. W. 
Babcock, who is chairman of the National 
Republican Congressional Committee. This 
game dead head ‘work has been used on 
millions Ne sent through the mails 
since the “nomination of the Canton Major. 

The bundies unloaded at 2743 Washington 
Avenue were accompanied by circulars in 
envelopes bearing the stamp of the “Sound 
Money Democratic Club.“ They were prop- 
erly stamped and contained requests to at- 

tend a meeting at Masonic Hall to hear 
Bafunno's band and Fred W. Lehman. 

The franked packages and the envelopes 
containing the Lehman circulars were ad- 
dressed by the same hand. The similarity 
in the chirography was recognized at once. 
Not one expert in a thousand would hesitate 
to swear that the same person addressed 
both communications. 

The packages and circulars fell into the 
hands of a Post-Dispatch reporter who sub- 
mitted them to Chief Postoffice Inspector 
Joe Johnson and United States District At- 
torney Clopton, both of whom said the lit- 
erature and circulars were addressed by the 
game man. They were mailed at the same 
time. 

The abuse of the franking privilege was 
undisguised.

I have no idea who 
sent out the franked packages. We have 
been mailing considerable literature, but

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Swinburne’s New 


A Zulu romance which outhaggards Ri- 
der Haggard is entitled “The White 
Shield,” by Bertram Milford. Like Hag- 
gard’s Nada, the Lily,” this blood-stained 
story is put into the mouth of a native 
Zulu warrior. It is a romance of war 
and love, the following brief synopsis giv- 
ing an idea of its plot: 

Untuswa has been the right hand man of 


the dread Umzilikazi, “the Great Great 
One, Calf of the Black Bull, the 
Elephant, who shakes the earth with his 
tread, the founder of nations, King of the 
Zulus of Matabeleland. He steals the maid- 
en who becomes his first wife from the 
King’s own “isigodhio,” but, nevertheless, 
by his great bravery and clever counsei, 
gains his pardon. The wife, after he has 
taken two others, gives rein to her malig- 
nant jealousy and brings him again ve 
near to the fearful death by impalement, 
After the migration of the nation north- 
ward and the wiping out of the “ le of 
the Blue Cattle,“ whose country they Occu- 

y, she discovers that Untuswa has found 
n a secret cavern in the citadel-mountain 
of the conquered King a marvelously 
beautiful Zulu woman of pure ys Ag blood, 
and has kept this fact from his master 
and all others, because of his infatua- 
tion for her. 

Through a multitude of thrilling advent- 
ures, Untuswa contrives to find his way to 
ultimate safety and triumph. His venom- 
ous first wife, to escape impalement, after 
having offended the K. throws herself 
over a cliff to the crocodiles that are kept 
in @ pool below to serve as royal execution- 
ers-in-ordinary. Lalusini has disappeared 
from her cavern, but after a ume comes 
before the King and makes good ‘muti,” 
or divinations for him. She proves the 
good genius of him and his people and 
helps them to drive back, with Untuswa as 
their general, the invading Zulus of the 
parent nation, from whose usurping rul- 
ers she had fled. The King would take her 
into his “isigodhlo”’ as his chief wife, but 
finds his desire balked by the fact, which 
she reveals to him, that she is of his own 
race, marriage between them being there- 
fore forbidden by the most sacred of laws. 
$o the Black Elephant gives her to Un- 
tuswa, bearer of the King’s white shield 
and the King’s assegai, bravest of the 
brave. 

There are a few striking illustrations.

One of the oldest of the row of fine old 
houses bordering on the Thames at Ham- 
mersmith is Kelmscott House, and there I 
found Mr. Morris expecting me, says the 
Critic Lounger.

Situation Just as Bullish as Ever— 
Wonderful Demand for Wheat— 
Flour Turns Slower—Notes.

The extraordinary advance that has been 
going on in wheat has received its first 
real check. The upward move culminated 
in a mild advance’ last Monday morning 
that put prices up to 82%c for December 
and 88½ for May. A sharp recession in 
value occurred that day, followed by a 
partial recovery on’ Tuesday. The next two 
days saw a rapid and heavy fall in price, 
complete demoralization breaking out 


Tac and May to 79%c. Another recovery was 
seen Friday to 76%c for December and 
815%c for May, but Saturday the market 
literally went to pieces. The lowest prices 
were seen on the late curb, when December 
sold at 71%c and May at e. Here was a 
drop in price from the top of 10%@10%c, 
besides being dige below the curb price 
of the preceding Saturday. 


Just as in 1891, when the market ad- 
vanced heavily and wildly through too 
much short selling in American markets 
over the wonderful crop prospects of this 
country, so was the late break-down in 
price caused by the fact that the market 
Was too greatly over-bought, where in 
1891 it was too greatly oversold. Too many 
speculators, attracted by the wonderful 
boom in price, came in and loaded up at 
the eleventh hour. An attempt to realize 


buyers, and a wild panic to get out, ac- 
companied by stop-order selling, brought 
about the crash in the bull boom. The 
shake-out of longs was decided and heavy, 
and it is probable that only those who 
bought late yesterday or who had plenty 
of money and faith to back ‘their purchases 
have now any long wheat on hand.

There is this difference between 1891 and 
1896, that in the former year there was 
nothing solid to back up the advance 
brought about by the scare of the shorts, 
and after they bought their way out the 
market dropped back rapidly, and sold very 
low eventually.

CANTON, O., Oct. 24.—Patriotic airs by 
bands, national tunes by drum corps, cheer- 
ing and shouting by men marching and par- 
ading.and large and ethusiastic crowds on 
and about the McKinley lawn marked the 
opening hours of another big day in the cam- 
paign. Special trains.began arriving before

DOWN STBADILY. 


GOT INTO THE SIXTIES AT CHI- 
CAGO AGAIN. 


CABLES WERE DEPRESSING. 


Which in Addition to Large Arrivals 
of Spring Wheat Sent the 
Staple Downward. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 24.—The wheat market got 
back into the 60s to-day under semi-demor- 
alization of holders, who were nonplussed 
this morning at finding Liverpool opening 
cables showing a decline of 2%d in the face 
of our advance yesterday. The market was 
extremely nervous all through the session, 
but with a steady downward tendency. 
About the only support given to prices was 
by holders of puts and the few lucky ones 
who stood short over night. December 
wheat at one time showed a loss of 4c from 
yesterday’s close, but recovered %c near 
the end on an advance at Paris equal to 
20030 per bushel. Corn and oats were com- 
paratively firm, on big cash demand, show- 
ing declines at the closé of 4@%c and %c 
respectively. Provisions were firm, closing 
about unchanged, on hog receipts of 16,000 
and big cash transactions in products, 


The price prevailing at the close of yes- 
terday’s session was 78c for December 
wheat. The first transactions this morning 
were at from wn to oc. A sale or 
two in the confusion 6f the start was made 
at 69% and very little at that moment 
brought over 70c, but in the course of the 
next half hour’s business there was a 
dual advance to 78%c. Besides the dis- 
couragement of the decline at Liverpool 
the heavy movement of spring wheat in 
the Northwest again held up its hands for 
recognition, and some eyes were turned to 
its contemplation that had previously been 
steadily looking in the direction of India, 
Australia and Africa, away over the mat- 
ters of more immediate concern which were 
W occurring.

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STITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENTS. 


(THE ONE FOR CAPITAL REMOVAL 
Is THE MOST IMPORTANT. 


SEDALIA’S CLAIMS PRESENTED. 


What Is Necessary for Removal Be- 
sides the Adoption of the Amend- 
“a ment at the Polls. 


As the time for the election approaches 
more interest is being manifested in the 
several constitutional amendments which 
are to be voted upon by the people of Mis- 
gouri. The first and perhaps the most im- 
portant of these amendments is that pro- 
widing for or authorizing the removal of 
the State Capital from Jefferson City to 
Sedalia. Representatives of the rival cities 
are presenting their claims throughout the 
State, and Sedalia in particular is making 
@ very active campaign. State Senator 
Charles E. Yeater, who thas been in St. 
Louis during the past week urging the 
claims of Sedalia, was seen at the Planters’ 
Hotel yesterday by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter and asked what he had to say re- 
garding the situation and prospects. His 
reply was: 

“Well, among other things I think the 

eat newspapers ,of the State should ex- 
plain the amendment so that the voters 


can have a correct understanding of it.“ 
Do you mean that the people are misled 


bout any feature of the amendment?” 


“Yes,” said Mr. Yeater. “Now, you 
would hardly believe it, but there are a 
great many people throughout the State 
who think that if the amendment is adopted 
iby a majority vote it will move the capital 
to Sedalia.” aes 

Then such would not be the case: 2 

“Why, certainly not,“ was the reply, but 
why should I say so in view of the fact that 
my statement would be thought to come 
from a prejudiced source. I will say that 
the adoption of this amendment by the 

le alone will no more remove the capital 
Sedalia than it will remove St. Louis 
across the Mississippi River. It will be re- 
membered that the people of Jefferson City 
brought an injunction suit, known as the 
case of Edwards vs. Lesueur, by which 
they attempted to prevent the voters of Mis- 
gouri from having the privilege of voting 
on this question. The Supreme Court, how- | 
ever, rendered a decision in the case on the 
Sth day of last February. Anybody so in- 
clined can find the decision in this case in 
volume 33 of the Southwestern Reporter. 
Therein the court said that the right to 
vote is sacred and the application of the 
Jefferson City people meant disfranchise- 
ment to that extent and could not be toler- 
@ted. At the top of page 1134 it will be 
geen that the Supreme Court of Missouri 
used this omnes — ieee about the capital 

oval amendment: 
rem. will be observed also that the amend- 
ment does not propose to effect a change 
in the location of the seat of government, 
but to provide the means by which a 
change can be effected.“ 

“Well, Mr. Yeater, what does the Su- 

eme Court mean by such words?’ 

“Simply that if the amendment was 
adopted 4 way would be provided by which 
it would be possible to remove the capital. 
That way is set forth in the amendment 
itself and Gov. Stone fully explained it in the 
statement he made on the 18th here in this 
hotel. By the way, I would like to find 
fault with the Post-Dispatch. On the 19th 
the Post-Dispatch published a special tele- 
gram from Jefferson City containing a re- 
port of what some gentleman there told a 
reporter of the Tribune to the effect that 
Gov. Stone had said that the guaranty bond 
furnished by Sedalia was worthless. Now, 
the Governor made a statement to me, rep- 
Tesenting “ ialia, and to Mr. John §ulli- 
van, the couvict labor contractor and man- 
ufacturer of saddle-trees, who represented 
Jefferson City, in which he said the Seda- 
‘dia bond eaoe pratectes the State and that 
the State could not possibly lose a dollar by 
the removal of the capital. Gov. Stone dic- 
tated this statement to his official stenogra- 
ere Mr. Al Morrow, who gave both Mr. 

ullivan and myself a copy on the I7th. 
Notwithstanding this, on the 18th some one 
im Jefferson City sends your paper a tele- 
@ram saying the Governor had said that 
the Sedalia bond is worthless. Mr. Sullivan 
took his copy of the Governor's authorized 
statement home to Jefferson City, but it 
has never been given to the people. I gave 
my copy to the Chronicle and the Republic 
and both papers did me the courtesy to 
publish it. Unfortunately, there is being

amendment should be wholly complied with. 
That is to say, until the land had ‘been 
bought and paid for and a clear title made 
to the State, and until the capitol buildings 

been erected thereon in accordance 
with the plans and specifications adopted 
by the board, composed of State officers 
all without expense to the State, and until 
that board accepted the same and issued 
their public proclamation to that effect; 
that when that was done the seat of gov- 
ernment would be transferred by operation

—— and was a very quick breeder. The 
scientists say its habits were mostly those of 
the rhinoceros of to-day, but they unite in 
classifying it as the common ancestor of 
the wild and domestic hogs. 
Above the brontotherium beds Prof. Todd 
and the others found plenty of fossils of 
oreodons and turtles, most of the latter of 
enormous size, though some were only a. 
few inehes in length. Many skeletons of 
the oreodon, a pre-historic animal combin- 
ing the characteristics of the hog and deer, 
were as large as a sheep 
Four or five species of rodents and as 
many of carnivora were unearthed, none 
of the latter being larger than a dog. The 
professor found a complete specimen of 
that size, but it was in very small frag- 
incomplete 


ments. They also discovered 
specimens of a species of rhinoceros, a 
camel and one of the ancestors of the horse, 
the miohippus, which was no bigger than 
a Southdown sheep. In the Loup Fork 
beds, overlying the White River, they dug 
up specimens of water plants and fresh 
water shells and a few of the large bones 
of the mammoth and mastodon, most of 
which were very much under the weather. 

“Of the picturesque features of the ‘Bad 
Lands,“ said Prof. Todd to the writer, 
‘there can scarcely be an exaggeration in 
language. Words fail to convey the con- 
tinual change of outlines, both beautiful 
and grotesque, which meet the eye of the 
traveler as he passes through this strange 
region. 

“Every one, as he passes through mile 
after mile of these startling forms,” 
tinued the professor,

Within a day’s ride of New York City lies 
the strangest fisherman’s paradise in the 
world.
